form. Our Criminal Code, the severity of which has de- 
_fied the better exaniple set us by. worse nations, aid is so 
contradictory a feature to the nativaal character for bene- 
volence, has lately been brought before the public atten- 
tion im several ways, particularly. in. Parliament by an il- 
lustrious Lawyer, who sets his face-against every species of 
public trror; and if the Law of Debt could be brought for- 
ward and well analysed, | think that the same undistinguish- 
ing severity in the Civit Cude would be found to be almost 
as hurtful to society’as that i the Criminal’ God forbid 
that] should defend debt in the abstract, for as it reasou- 
ably subjects bad-meo te punishment, and brings the 
careless and the ‘unfeeling into ‘salutary disgrace, so it is, 
and ought to be, the most galling .of considerations to a 
man of virtue and. proper spirit, with whom indeed, the 
state of being in debt stands, if possible, almost instead of 
a bad conscience. . But the law of Debtor and Creditor, as

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creditor. Now, it is not the fear of prisow which pre- 
veats a-truly honest man from incurring, debt, nor :is it 
the fear of prison which can prevent the bad man from 
so doing, except in partial cases:—the general good 
therefore which the system prodaces to the.creditor is at 
best problematical, while the hardships that effect the debtor, 
ag detailed in the annexed Petition, are asgamanifest as 
they are severe. It is argued, that .as secupily.of pre- 
perly is que of the main. props. of society, the guediter 
should have every possible, means of securing, it, other- 
wise he would become the prey, of.a set of cheats; we are 
told likewise to consider, what an immense, number of 
persons escape imprisonment through the hesitation or be- 
nevolence of their creditors, and how unjust it would .be 
if there were no adequate restraint pon’ men who would 
take worse advantages: trae,—-but the opinion is, not 
that there should be no adequate punishment, but that the 
the“present’ miode is inadequate in poiat’ of effect, be- 
cause it istoo severe and overstraining in it's means—~at 
least with regard to the honest debtor, for the fraudulent | 
one is some degrees below a pickpocket, and, im my opi- 
nion, ought to be burat itt the hand. Take away half 
the power of creditors—take away their detaining six- 
pences, er rather the detention that creates the sixpences—< 
and you double their caution ¢ and in proportion as you 
double their caution, you double the credit of honest men 
by dimiaishing the success of the dishonest: -A debtor, 
who after a certain time is foudd to be usable to pity, 
and at the-same time willing to beggar himself to the last 
farthing, showld be allowed upon every principle of bu.

It is, with great humility, presented to the Honourable 
the Knights, Citizens, and Burgesses of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in Parliament 
assembled, by the Deblers confined in the Prison of the 
King’s Bench ;— . 
That they are imprisoned for debts which they have not the 

means of paying. ; 

That they are desirous of surrendering all their respective 
effects, for the use of their creditors. 

That as the detis fer which many of them are confined, 
were not-incurred by fraud, or for any malicious injury, they 
are suffering punishment at the discretion vf their crecitors, 
although they have commiited no crime, 

That inasmach as there is no public provision of food, 
beds, fuel, or medicine, for persons confined, in this place, 
many of them suffer the severest effects of want and wretched. 
ness :——ipasmuch also, as the industry of the débtors cannot 
be conveniently cultivated hete, many wives and children, who 
were formerly in comfort and respectability, experiepce the 
most rigid distress, wr are dependent on parochial assistance, 
And that, inasmuch as the want of employment generally leads 
to depravity, the morality of prisoners becomes seriously ea: 
dangered by long incarceration. 

For these considerations, they most humbly implore this Io- 
nourable House, that it willbe pleased, in its wisdom and 
humanity, to eaercise Hs legislative authority for their early 
relief, - . 

With great deference, they beg leave further to present

That as the principles of virtue and religion are greatly af- 
fected, and even genius, erudition, and indusiry, ‘suffer ‘se- 
vercly hy the cootamixzation of prison. intercourse, many, 
after residence amongst gaol habits, become mischicveus to 
the community, who had formerly been useful mearbers of 
society. 

T hat, there is no distinction made be! wcey the punishment of 
a fraudulent debtor, and that which +s sutfered by the victim 
of misfortune ; and that even the subsistence vf felois is pro- 
vided for, whiist that of debtors is anregarded by law, €x- 
ceptimg by the allowance of sixpenees. | 
. For these, and other powerful considerations, which in-

INQUIRY INTO THE SCHELDT EXPEDITION. 


ApsTract oF THe Minores oF EvipeNce taken before 
the Committee of the whole House, appointed to consider 
of the Policy of the tate Expedition to the Scheldt. 


FOURTH vaY—Fern. 8, 1810. 


Sir Thomas Trigge, Licutenant-General of Ordnance, ex- 
amined.—He. received insiructiovs to prepare Orduance for 
the Expedition on the 19th Juve, 1809, It was ready about 
the end of the month, There was a larger proportion both 
of siege and field artillery for thisExpedition than for any 
ether since he had been in office, 

Sir Rupert George, Chairman of the Transport Beard, 
examined.—lHe-was instracted to prepare transports for the 
Expedition on the 20th May, There was not a sufficient num- 
ber of (transports for the service required, Upwards of one 
hundred thousand tons were employed for the whole Expeodi- 
tien; but not above twenty thousand were in service whea the 
order was received, The transporis were taken up as they 
arrived from Spain and Portugal, which were ordered, hone 
fur the purpase. There Were only two hospital ships attached 
to the Expedition; they'swould contain 60 men each iy the 
cradies. Thesick were so nemerous, that hospital ships could 
not be procured to bring them over,-— With very great exer- 
tion a vessel Could be fitted out as_an hospital ship in about a 
week, 

Mejer-General Calwert, Adjiitant-Generat of the Army, 
eramined.—He was not constlied as to the expediency of the 
Expedition, but only as to the mode of conducting it; and 
the Major-General’s opinion was, that thé service was one of 
great risk. Afier he had given this opinion, he was never 
called fpon for farther-explanation.—He had always doubts 
as to the ultimate success of the Expedition. He thought it 
very improbable (though not iuipossiblé) that Antwerp could 
be taken by a@ goup-de-main, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon eramined. —He had given in 
his opinian, that the Expedition ‘* would be a most desperate 
attempt,” ia which ‘* a very large portion of our naval and 
military means would be put to-imminent hagard.” 

Capt. Sir Homé Popham examined,—He was sent for by 
Lord Mulgrave on the 4th of June, on the subject of the
